No greater calamity could possibly 


have befallen Ireland at this time than 


Tbe Cattle Trade. 


The Drovers' Journal's annual report 


for the ranching regions of America, 
jnst published, shows tbe outlook for 
Western cattle-growers to be exceeding- 
ly flattering. The general average Ions 
of cattle during the Winter was 4 per 
cent., against 9 per cent., daring the 
Winter of 1880-81. In the chief cattle- 
growing section the loss does not ex- 
rnnrl S nar cent.

Similar messages 
have been cabled across the Atlantic by 
Ireland's warmest American friends, 
yet England can hardly afford to allow 
Goiteanism in Ireland, And the result 
will be that Ireland will be made to suf- 
fer. Gladstone will be retired, Foster 
elevated, and the policy which prom- 
ised so well be replaced by the one so 
distasteful to the Emerald^sle. At the 
very best, Ireland's probation will be 
extended a number of years. 


of cattle on the ranches is reported at 
60 per cent, better than at the corre- 
sponding time in late years. 
The 


grasses are rather more forward espe- 
cially iu the southwest. The shipping 
season in ths more southern States and 
Territories will rfpen no earlier, but the 
general shipping season will commence 
sooner, and the southwest shipments 
this year will exceed last year's folly 10 
per cent. Texas will stand at least 20 
per cent, higher. Grand progress has 
been made in the introduction of im- 
proved blood, and breeders of fine stock 
are enjoying a big boom by reason of 
the extraordinary demand for bulls. 
There are more buyers than sellers on 
the range, and prices average 4% per 
cent, higher than last year. There is 
no disease, and where there are a few 
scattering oases1 of so-called black-leg, 
tho calf crop is tha largest known for 
years. 


A Kansas paper saya Kansas is in a- 


splendid condition, and she will make a 
record in 1882, that will bring in thou- 
sands of new settlers in 1883. Wheat is 
looking finely all over the State, and 
the prospects are favorable for a boun- 
tiful harvest in every crop. It is especi- 
ally fortunate that there is to be a good 
fruit crop. Corn planting has been go- 
ing on for ten days, and by the middle 
of the month the area devoted to this 
king of cereals will bo far larger than 
ever before planted in that State. The 
farmers, many of whom suffered from 
drouth last year, are feeling in an exel- 
lent humor.

No such ore from the Comstock has 
been milled since the days of the Con- 
solidated Virginia and California bo- 
nanza. This should set at rest the oft 
repeated yarn of the bears that the ore 
in Union Consolidated would not pay 
to mill. In the Union office in this 
city, they are as yet unable to state the 
exact financial condition of the com- 
pany, because the returns are not all in 
from the mine aud the mill, but the 
company will have a very handsome 
surplus above all indebtedness in the 
treasury when the .balance sheet for 
April is drawn, and as soon as the fig- 
ures can be obtained, the Post will pub- 
lish them.

Reorganizing tbe Supreme Court. 


The Sacramento Record-Union says 


they have a phenomenal city out West. 
It lies in two great States, Arkansas 
and Texas. The State line runs through 
the center of the chief street.

The city 
has a composite name, Texarkana. It 
is pronounced the gateway of the south- 
west. It is but eight years old, but has 
all tlie airs of a city of twenty-five years. 
Four railroad lines center there. It has 
an Italian-like climate, tramps are not 
tolerated, the Sunday law is enforced, 
money is plenty and the people are 
prosperous in this dual city. 


The committee appointed by the 


American Bar Association to consider 
the subject of the reorganization of the 
United States Supreme Court has fin- 
ished its work, and will, it is under- 
stood, make public shortly three sepa- 
rate reports. Four members of the 
Committee, E. J. Phelps, Conrtland 
Parker, William M. Evarts and Kichard 
T. Merriok, agreed upon a report which 
recommends the distribution of the 
Court into two chambers or sections, 
each to be composed of such Justices 
and to have jurisdiction in such cases 
as the Court in its discretion may agree 
upon. Certain classes of cases, how- 
ever, such as those involving Federal 
questions shall be heard by not less 
than seven Justices sitting together. 
No increase ia tbe number of Justices 
is thought necessary.
